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IMMIGRATION. 
The most important question with all 
classes in the Territories at this season is 
“What is likely to be the year’s immiyra- 
tion?’ In all countries, but especially in new 
ones, the increase of wealih depends upon the 
increase ot population, If the population 
increases rapidly people have a chance to 
better their financial position rapidly, but if 
slowly they can only progress slowly. Not 
that those first in expect to make money di- 
rectly out of those who come in afterwards. 
The pioneer picks out a situation as farmer, 
tradesinan, merchant, manufacturer or pro- 
fessional inan, not because it suits him, but 
because it will suit him when the country 
fills up around. He expects and is prepared 
to suffer a loss at first in order that in the 
end he may havea better opportunity for 
profit. Such a man by supplying some want 
of other settlers—from merely neighboring 
with them to keeping a store or shop at which 
their necds may be supplied—tends to draw 
others ard is fairly entitled to the advantage 
which he may afterwards gain when settle- 
ment has increased. Ifa man has settled 
with this speculative idea—and nine out of 
ten settlers in a new country do so—and the 
population does not increase, if in four or five 
years, having to face hard luck perhaps for a 
season or so and all his money being spent 
there is no prospect of that iinmigration upon 
which he speculated, he naturally becomes 
discouraged, and when a new settler once 
loses courage he is pone. Courage fed by 
hope is what keeps hin cheerful under diiti- 
culties that would have appalled the U. E. 
loyalists of the eastern provinces a hundred 
years ago, and when his courage fails and 
disappointment takes the place of hope, he 
becomes as good at painting black as he w 8 
at painting rose color, and it is an even 
chance whether he will do more harm by re 
maining in the country or by leaving it. Year 
after year, since the biz immigration of 1882, 
hope has been kept alive by what have turned 
out to be lying reports, but this year there 
are not even the reports, The hope of the 
North-West hay been of immigration from 
the eastern provinces, There is a natural 
overflow of people there which it was cxpect- 
ed that: the North-West when opened up 
would catch, as well as aconsidcrable amount 
from the mother country. Since 1882, al- 
though mneans of communication have been 
improved, this immigration has been at a 
Standstill if not actually decreasing. If it 
were that there was no such overflow during 
these years, that times were either so good 
or so bad that no one cared tu cmigrate, it 
would be less matter—our time would still 
surely come, But there has been a large over- 
flow every year, and this year it promises to 
be Jarger than usual, but the enidigrants are 
going to Dakota or British Columbia, avoid- 
ing the North-West as though it were stricken 
with the plague, The reason is not that the 
North-West does not offer greater natural 
advantages than either lakota or British Co 
lumbia, nor that it has had worse seasons 
than either. On the contrary, Dakota suffer- 
ed worse during the past year than the North- 
Weat. It is not the natural resources of the 
North-West that are inferior, nor that equal 
means of communication are lacking, nor is 
it a matter of national preference with Cana- 
dian settlers; indeed, in all these matters, the 
North-West has the advantage. I¢ has been 
charged repeatedly that the administration 
of North-West lands was at fault; that tnat 
administration was such as to keep settlers

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PARLIAMENT tnects on Wednesday next, the 
first in which the North-West will be repre- 
sented, It is well before the matter is con- 
tused by discussion to consider what our re- 
presentatives are pledged to on our behalf. 
The course which the member for Alberta 
has ;romised to take in parliament is that of 
a supporter of the present administration. 
The leading points which he will sup- 
support are; Self governmentand an increas- 
ed subsidy for the Territories, and the open- 
ing of all reserved lands to settlement, with 
the promotion of settlement thereon. Other 
matters of less universal interest upon which 
he expressed himself strongly during the 
campaign relate to Halfbreed scrip, Increased 
representation, Local appointments, Rebel- 
lion claims, Main trails and Mining laws, 
Other candidates touched on other matters 
such ag Jetting government contracts, aboli- 
tion of railway monopoly and encouragement 
of railways, reform of the adiuinistration ot 
timber lands, abolition of the lease system, 
abolition of the permit system, introduction 
of the ballot, etc. Mr. Davis was elected 
without having pledged himself on these 
points, and therefore he is under no obliga- 
tion to urge any of thei; but of the pro- 
mises he has distinctly made we must sup- 
pose that he fully intends to carry them out, 
or will make at least an energetic attempt 
todoso. The only question is will his pro- 
mise to support Sir John interfere with an ut- 
tempt to fulfil his other promises, supposing 
the government to be unfavorably disposed 
towards the measures which he advocates. 
If Sir John says: ‘We will not grant respon- 
sible government and incveased subsidy to 
the territories; we will not throw open the 
odd sections and other reserves and promote 
settlement upon them,” what is Mr. Davis 
ywoing todo about it. These sre matters of 
such great and universal importance, matters 
with which the welfare of the country is so 
intimately connected, that ifthe vovernment 
oppose them, as is likely, Mr. Davis minst 
choose between the country and the party. 
The other matters alluded to may adinit of 
postponement or compromise, these—especi 
ally the opening of the reserved lands—do 
not. It will be for our representative to 
choose in a very few days what course he will 
take: whether he will allow his pledge to 
support Sir John to override all other consi- 
derations, or whether that support is to be 
conditional on the due advancement of the 
country’s interests as sect forth by Mr. Davis, 
end as declared for not only by his own sup- 
porters, but by the supporters of his oppo- 
nents as Well—for «n these points all were 
united—and by nine-tenths of the rest of the 
people of the North-West.

GAME ORDINANCE. 

Corigs of the North-West yame ordinance 
have been furnished by the territorial yovern- 
ment for posting up for general information. 
It provides that no elk, tuoose, cariboo, ante- 
lope, deer or their fawn, shall be hunted, 
taken or killed between the lst of February 
and the Ist of September in any year. No 
plover, snipe, grouse, perering™ pheasant, 

rairie chicken, wild swan, wild goose, orany 
Rind ot wild duck, sea duck, widgeon or teal, 
shall be shot at, hunted, taken, killed or de 
stroyed between the ist day of May and the 
8lst day of August inany year. No animal 
or bird named above, except wavy and hares, 
shall be taken or killed at any time by any 
snare or trap ef any kind. No such snare or 
trap shall be placed for the durpose ; and 
any person finding such snare or trap may 
take possession of or destroy the saine_ with- 
out incurring any liability therefor. No per- 
son shall, at any time, disturb, injure, gather 
or take the egys of any species of wild fowl 
mentioned. Game guardians having the 

yower of constables may be appointed by the 

ieutenant-governor to enforce the ordinance, 
and such guardians shall forthwith svize all 
animals or birds nentioned, or parts thercof, 
found by him in the possession or custody of 
any person during the forbidden period, and 
may bring them before any J.P., who shall 
declare thew coxfiscated, in whole or in part. 
Every offence against the ordinance is punish- 
able summarily by a fine not exceeding $50 
nor less than $5, half the fine goes to the in- 
former. No prosecution shall be brought 
after six calendar months from the date of 
the offence. The provisions of the ordinance 
do not apply to obey in actual want, or to 
Indians, killing for their own use, nor to coun- 
try 20 niles north of the North Saskatchewan 
and of the main river. Swivel guns or other 
means of massacrenng game are prohibited.

ing no municipality here, there is no law to 

srevent the discharge of firearms, but people 

iving so close amongst neighbors should have 
enough regard for the common welfare not 
to wantonly destroy property or endanger 
human life. Although not liable for the lat- 
ter, it is provided in regard to the former 
that “Every one who unlawfally and malici- 
ously kills, maims, wounds, poisons, or in- 
jures any dog, bird, beast, or other animal, 
not being cattle, but being either the subject 
of larceny at common law, or being ordinarily 
keptin a state of continement, or kept for 
any domestic purpose, or purpose of lawful 
profit or advantage or science, shall, on sum- 
sary conviction, be liable to a penalty not 
exceeding one hundred dollars, over and 
above the amount of injury done, or to three 
months imprisonment with or without bard 
Jabor.” Subsequent offences may be punish- 
ed by both fine and imprisonment,

THERE isa prospect of a coalition in the 
Manitoba parliament between liberals and 
conservatives for the purpose of abolishing 
the dual languaye system. 

Mara, M.P. for Yale district of British Co- 
luinbia, has written to Sir John stating that 
he was elected to give the conservative gov- 
crnment an independent support. 

In Quebec city recently a bomb was thrown 
into a salvation army meeting. It exploded 
causing great damage to the building, but 
only three people were seriously injured, 
none killed. 

L’ALLIANCE, of Hull, urges the nationalist 
members, when the house asseinbles, to ask 
for au inquiry into the alleged charges egainst 
the yovernment’s North-West policy by 
Bishop Grandin, which, it is stated, were 
suppressed by the Premier,

THE Lethbridge News says, ‘‘The question

man who has a right to live in a house is ua 
householder and entitled to vote under the 
North-West Kepresentation Act.’ He says 
that the meaning is so wide it willeven cover 
the case of ranche hands or other employees 
living in the house of their employer.” 

Tux first of a line of steamers to run be- 
tween Fort Churchill, on Hudson bay, and 
Great Britain, built specially for the purpose, 
has been launched, She is called the Port 
Auvusta, is built of steel and teak, is 3,000 
tons barden, and steams 16 knots an hour. 
A sister ship, the Port Nelson, will be launch- 
ed this month, In addition two more vessels 
are being fitted for the trade, one 1,800 the 
other 3,000 tons and will sail from London 
for Churchill earty in June.

As is well known, a very liberal exemp- 
tion law prevails in the North-West, under 
the authority of the North-West council. It 
is not so peverally known that so long ayo as 
1878, @ homestead exemption act, under the 
authority of the federal wovernment, Was 
putin force. The act applies to all the pos- 
sessions of Canada, not included in any pro- 
Vines, It provides that any nan Who 
owns land in fee simple or for lite, and resides 
in a dwellinu on that land, may register an 
extent of it not exceeding eighty acres if ina 
rural locality, or the lot upon which the dwel- 
ling stands, if in an incorporated city, town or 
village, as @ homestead. The homestead so 
registered shall, while the revistration con- 
tinues, be wholly exempt from seizure orsale 
under execution, or under any act respecting 
insolvency, for any debt contracted after 
such registration to the value of $2,000; ex- 
cept for the amount of any mortgage piven 
to secure the purchase money of the property 
or any debt tothe crown on the purchase 
thereof, or for the amount of any taxes due 
thereon.
